All pages are 8%4x11 inch size and punched with three holes to fit the 
standard size ring binders for 8%x11 pages. Pages have ruled boxed space for block of four stamps and with appropriate and neat printed

HOW TO ORDER

American Inventors 


ALEXANDER GRAHAM BELL 


The inventor of the telephone was born at Edinburgh, 
Scotland on March 3, 1847, son of an educator. His 
father lectured at Edinburgh and London University and 
the son was educated at those institutions. In 1870 the 
family moved to Canada. The elder Bell was particu- 
larly interested in teaching the deaf and dumb and his 
son also became interested and the lesser known of Bell’s 
inventions are a number of things benefiting these folk. 
In 1868 Bell taught several deaf children to speak, and 
in 1873 became professor of vocal physiology at Boston 
University where he remained until 1877. Meantime 
the telephone was gradually evolved as a result of his 
experiments for electrical reproduction and transmission 
of the voice and he obtained a patent in February, 1876. 
Like the other Famous Inventors, Bell too, spent much 
time in court due to infringements, but his claims were 
eventually upheld by the Supreme Court. The first experiments were over several 
miles of coiled wire and at the Centennial Exposition of 1876 the crude machine 
was one of the wonders of the fair, attracting nationwide attention after the Brazil- 
ian emperor spoke over it. From his virtual monopoly Bell soon became wealthy 
and devoted the balance of his life to experimental work which resulted in among 
others, the invention of the photophone and graphophone. He showed great interest 
in aeronautical research and was President of the National Geographic Society. 
Bell married a deaf mute, which explains partially his lifelong interest in the 
afflicted, and led him to publish his researches on instruction of deaf mutes. Of the 
five inventors honored by the Famous Americans series, the name of Bell is prob- 
ably best known throughout the world, for many companies named for him still 
exist. Mr. Bell is also the only one of the famous who was born abroad and died 
abroad. A naturalized citizen of the United States he was proud of his citizenship. 
Professor Bell died at his summer home at Cape Breton Island, Nova Scotia, 
August 2, 1922. 


The above completes the series of 35 biographies of the persons depicted on 
the Famous Americans Series. The publishers regret they cannot supply back num- 
bers of LINN’S containing all of the biographies. One error reported on the Sousa 
biography is that the composer’s father was Portuguese, not Spanish. No other 
errors have been reported up to this time.

When Germany took over Denmark, 
British forces were landed to occupy the 
Faroe Islands to prevent the Germans 
seizing these strategic points. Gibbons 
Stamp Monthly states there is no im- 
mediate prospect of special stamps from 
the Faroes as the chief postmaster has 
nearly a full normal year’s supply of 
Danish stamps and that he is attempting 
to procure more through the Universal 
Postal Union. Correspondence from the 
British forces is treated as from other 
occupied places, the ordinary British 
stamps being cancelled with the receiv- 
ing mark “RECEIVED FROM H. M. 
SHIPS.”

By permission of the German Ministry 
of Reich Post a 468 page book titled 
“Geschichte der Deustchen Post in den 
Kolonien und im Ausland” has been pub- 
lished.

Sirs: 

I noticed in one of your recent issues of the | 
above magazine that you had published a few 
letters from stamp collectors. There is one 
question on my mind that I would like to 
have answered. 

I have taken courses in stamp collecting and 
philately in various schools in this vicinity and 
the instructors, who are prominent philatelists, | 
advocate the collection of used postage stamps 
as they have served a definite purpose. In a 
number of cases the types of cancellations are 
very interesting and in some case denote a story 
in back of these cancellations. Some of the in- 
structors stated that mint foreign stamps are 
the equivalent of labels published for the par- 
ticular government but have not served its 
purpose. If this is true, why is it that most of 
the stamp dealers advertising foreign stamps 
mention mint stamps only. I have noticed this 
in several stamp magazines. For example, I 
observed that many dealers advertised mint 
jubilee and coronation sets of various British 
colonies and dominions. I have seen very few 
advertisements of used jubilee and coronation 
sets of stamps. 

I would appreciate an explanation of this 
question.

Editor’s Note:—While it is true an unused 
stamp is one that has not fulfilled its purpose, 
the fact remains that unused stamps are far 
more popular with collectors than cancelled cop- 
ies. Consequently of issues from certain small 
countries whose normal use of stamps is limited, 
the cancelled specimens though scarcer, bring 
no more (and often less) than the unused 
stamps. Dealers in offering unused stamps 
oftener than used are simply meeting the de- 
mand; also it should be noted that it is often 
easier to stock unused (particularly when sets) 
than used as certain values of sets are generally 
scarcer than others. In short, the answer to our 
reader’s questions is that the law of supply and 
demand accounts for the preponderance of offers 
of unused stamps.

Portrait of Stamps 


A portrait of Hans Lagerloef “painted 
with 40,000 stamps” has been placed in 
the stamp exhibition at the New York 
World’s Fair. Made from life in 1930 
by Axel Jungstedt, President of the 
Royal Academy of Fine Arts, Stockholm, 
Sweden, portions of more than 40,000 
uncancelled U. S. and Swedish stamps 
were used, being selected for their colors 
and shadings. One other such portrait, 
made in 1922, is known to exist; de- 
picting the Postmaster General of Swe- 
den at that time. 
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In last week’s column I reported that 
Mr. Elliott Walton had returned from 
his fishing trip to be present at his as- 
sistant’s wedding. I was in error; a letter 
from Mr. Walton explained that the 
fishing was too good to leave, therefore, 
he would stay an additional 10 days. 





The French 1940 New York World’s 
Fair stamp which made its appearance 
here in New York, is the subject of 
much conversation among the various 
dealers. No one knows if there will be 
any further supplies coming through, be- 
cause of the German Occupation. How- 
ever, I believe that as soon as further 
details of the French Armistice had been 
worked out supplies will be forthcoming. 





I have mentioned several times that 
the fate of the Netherland summer char- 
ity set has not been definitely known 
as yet. This is the set that was sup- 
posed to have been issued the same date 
that the Germans occupied the country. 
Now I have another rumor in regard to 
this set, it is said to have been seized in 
its entirety by the Germans and over- 
printed by them for use in the Nether- 
lands. Remember this is only a rumor, 
as no stamps have been seen as yet. 





This has been another “blue” week in 
New York because there nas been very 
little stamp merchandise received, in 
fact, the new issue column’s in the vari- 
ous stamp pages of the New York news- 
papers had very little to report. Usually 
a good portion of the stamp page is 
taken up by new issue arrivals. 





With the rise in the English pound, 
a small rise in price of the Coronations 
took place. The funny part to this is 
that New York dealers seem to have 
unloaded the greater part of their hold- 
ings while the pound was low. This 
tise was in effect only to complete sets, 
no one individual colony had anything 
to do with the price rise.

Talks are given in English and other 
languages, and special verification cards, 
prepared exclusively for the “Philatelic 
Hour,” will be sent free of charge to any 
listener reporting the programs. 

The programs will announce all new 
stamp novelties of Guatemala, and his- 
torical and other information which will 
be of great interest to all stamp col- 
lectors of the world. The Philatelic De- 
partment will gladly forward lists of 
stamps end information to every person 
requesting it. Any person in any part of 
the world wishing to obtain stamps from 
Guatemala, may send their order directly 
to the Director General of Communica- 
tions, Radio Morse, Guatemala, C.A., 
including the amount for stamps ordered 
which are sold at their face value. The 
stamps ordered will be sent free of any 
extra charge by registered mail. 

Arrangements are under way for pro- 
grams to be dedicated to Philatelic 
organizations and publications which will 
be radiated every Wednesday beginning 
at 11:30 P.M. after the regular Philatelic 
Hour from Radio Morse. The musical 
part of these programs is played by the 
famous Marimba band “Alma India” 
(Indian Soul).

Venezuela Commemorates 
First President 





The 150th anniversary of the birth of 
General Jose Antonio Paez has been 
commemorated by Venezuela issuing a 
25-centimos stamp depicting the battle- 
field of Carabobo, where the Spanish 
were defeated by Paez in a decisive bat- 
tle of the war for independence. Paez 
himself has never been depicted on 
stamps, though he was the first president 
of Venezuela. As a young man he so dis- 
tinguished himself for bravery that at 
one time he openly lived in the town 
where the Spanish authorities had offered 
reward for his capture. Paez was leader 
of the “Llaneros” a motley group of 
native plainsmen whose weapon was the 
lance and who were compared to Cos- 
sacks. A veteran leader of politics in 
Venezuela, Paez was President (Dic- 
tator) from 1830 to 1835, from 1839 to 
1842, again in 1846 and finally in 1861. 
He was deposed and fied into exile at 
New York City where he died in 1873.

LooKING BACK 

I recently came upon my column of 
notes for August 22, 1931, this is the 
first or one of the very first that I 
managed and I think it will be very in- 
teresting to reprint it. You can easily 
see that I haven’t improved much down 
through the years. I do want to call 
your attention to the lack of buro notes 
was because another writer was writing 
the Bureau column at that time. These 
are precancel notes pure and simple. 


PRECANCEL NOTES 


Before me are two 2c postage due 
stamps precancelled Chicago, nothing 
unusual in that but listen farther, the 
first is the old style due with the new 
double line type on it, and the second is 
the new style due with Chicago’s old 
type U-11 on it. Both have possibilities 
of amounting to something so don’t 
throw away nor let go of your recent 
Chicago dues till their catalog value has 
been established. 





I’d be willing to bet a little Bucket 
Shop Stock that you collectors who have 
a stock of duplicates have ten 13c Chi- 
cago U-1ls that cat. 25c to one 2c that 
catalogs only 10c. This 2 center should 
catalog 50c anyway, unless someone has 
a lot of these cornered. 





Dayton, O., has used its new U-12 
type on the old style dues, and Hunting- 
ton, W. Va., has used its new double line 
on old dues, as well as on the 2c Brad- 
dock commemorative. 





I wonder how long Toledo will hang 
on to its old U-2 type. A couple years 
more and it will be old enough to vote. 





Now turn to your Harrisburg, Pa., 
Type XI and see if the “S” in Harris- 
burg is not smaller than on some of the 
others. The small S is from a new plate 
and not a plate variety so I understand. 
The rest of the letters seem to be a 
little thinner and more compact on the

How about New Haven’s U-12 in blue 
ink. I know of the following varieties: 
amc, 4¢, Gc, 10c, Tic, 2c, iSe, 20c 
down and 30c up. Know of more? These 
should be listed and priced instead of 
just being mentioned in foot notes as 
is done in most cases of colored inks. 
To price just a few and just mention the 
rest often leads one to think that some 
one has an iron in the fire.

Macao's Mystic Overprints 





When Macao issued overprinted stamps 
of the clipper airmail service in 1936 
the odd characters appearing below the 
Portuguese ‘‘Aviao” were explained away 
on the assumption they were the native 
characters for the same thing. William 
E. Jones, writing in the Asia Stamp 
Journal, throws some interesting light on 
these “native characters.”’ Mr. Jones says 
they turned out upon close inspection to 
be Greek and the last four characters in 
the bottom row are always inverted. 
Translated, they made a meaningless 
jumble and the Macao postal official in 
charge explained upon inquiry that the 
characters had no particular meaning 
but were included in the overprint mere- 
ly to prevent or make difficult forging. 


Martin Named Superintendent 





Roy C. Martin, Superintendent of the 
Fifteenth Division of the Railway Mail 
Service has been appointed to succeed 
Charles P. Graddick as Superintendent 
of the Division of Air Mail Service of 
the P. O. Dept. Mr. Martin had region-

Censor Marks 





The censor markings of various British 
Empire points are to be found upon 
mails originating in neutral countries. 
An example of this from the Far East 
is a photo of a cover received by Steven. 
L. Milis, Springfield, I!l., from a friend 
in Siam. The cover had been opened at 
Hong Kong and there a label had been 
used to reseal it, the label having a 
coat of arms with letters “G” and “R” 
to left and right respectively and below 
in two lines “OPENED BY CENSOR/ 
HONG KONG.” The censor label of 
England itself has been noted upon mail 
sent from Belgium prior to the invasion 
of the low Countries. 

From Cayman Islands comes a cen- 
sored cover bearing a blue label with the 
usual inseription “OPENED BY CEN- 
SOR.” The label is much smaller than 
others noted being less than 1x2 inches. 

An Irish censor label is described by 
James Houghton, Marion, O. On pink 
paper the inscriptions are in Gaelic and 
English: “AN SCRUDIOR D’OSCAIL” 
and “OPENED BY CENSOR.” Num- 
erals “176” and letters at top in small 
characters “S. P. 1.” complete the in- 
scription. Seen on a cover from Dublin 
dated May 2. 

The island of Nauru uses a rubber- 
stamped censor marking, Ray Porter, 
our Australian correspondent advises. 

Southern Rhodesia uses simply a 
single line purple rubberstamp “PASSED 
BY CENSOR.” 

A censored cover from Denmark dated 
after the blitzkrieg, bears no Danish 
markings but is sealed with the usual 
German seal used in Germany and this 
in turn is tied with a small circular red 
marking, somewhat indistinct but featur- 
ing apparently the same wording and 
design as in the label. Thanks to Marine 
Sergeant R. E. Vogel of San Diego for 
submitting this information.

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Electric Eye Process 





In a radio address not long ago Alvin 
W. Hall, Director of the Bureau of En- 
graving and Printing explained among 
other things the manner of producing 
stamps perforated with aid of the elec- 
tric eye and we reprint his explanation 
below: 

“In regard to the perforating and 
centring of stamps, I think listeners 
would be interested in knowing some- 
thing of how the electric eye perforator 
works. This is not easy to describe as 
the machine is exceedingly intricate 
in design and functioning. Perhaps this 
analogy will help: When you drive along 
a country highway at night, you like to 
have a white band down the middle of 
the road to steer by. If you are driving 
along and the road curves, your eye very 
soon tells you that you are getting away 
from this white line, so you turn the 
steeringwheel of your car to bring it 
back close to this line. Somewhat sim- 
ilarly, for use in an electric eye perfor- 
ator there is printed down the center of 
the web of postage stamps a series of 
dashes. These are rapidly becoming 
familiar to you collectors. These im- 
pressions are intaglio printed from cuts 
in the rotary press steel plates. This 
line of dashes is scanned by an electric 
eye and if the rapidly moving web of 
paper curves to one side or the other, 
a most ingenious and intricate mechan- 
ism brings the centre line back very 
rapidly to the electric eye. After passing 
the electric eye, the web is perforated 
longitudinally, or in the lengthwise di- 
rection, by a series of pin and die 
wheels. 

Another electric eye scanning unit con- 
trols the cross perforations. The opera- 
tion of the lateral perforating unit is 
considerably more involved. I might 
explain it in this manner: If a locomo- 
tive engineer is running a limited train 
and finds that he passes a mile-post too 
early or too late, he slows down or 
speeds up his locomotive so that he 
reaches the next mile-post exactly at the 
proper time. So it is with these lateral 
perforating units. If a given row of 
stamps reaches the electric eye unit too 
soon as judged by the electric eye as it 
scans marks printed on the side of the 
web, the electric eye system operating 
through a most ingenious mechanism 
speeds up the perforating unit so that 
the perforations will be made at exactly 
the right place. 

It is most intriguing to watch our 
latest high-speed perforator in operation. 
The stamps go through it at a tremend- 
ous rate and the electric eye correcting 
motors are constantly moving one way 
or the other to compensate for the dis- 
tortions in this intaglio printed paper. 

In the process of intaglio printing 
the paper invariably becomes distorted. 
When the paper is first wetted, some 
parts of it take up water better than 
others, and since paper expands with 
water, these parts become larger than 
the others. Then, when the printed 


paper is dried, some parts shrink more 
than adjacent parts, so that the entire 
web of paper no longer has the even, 
flat surface with which it started. These 





distortions make the perforating problem 
most difficult, and only an intricate 
high-speed device such as our electric 
eye machine can cope with it. Even 
so, the amount of distortion in our 
printed paper is so great that no device 
can centre all stamps exactly. In fact, 
even if we were to adopt another print- 
ing process, such as the offset or roto- 
gravure process, the stamps would still 
not be perfectly centred because of the 
very nature of paper itself. The bureau 
has a large inspection force daily exam- 
ining the perforated sheets to be sure 
that all stamps comply with the Post 
Office Department standard of fitness, 
but when you stop to consider the task 
of examining fifteen billion stamps dur-
